2. Citations and explanations: 

The object of the invention is to provide a bumper beam that 

has a good performance in general. 

Reference is made to the following documents: 

Dl: DE 1014^32 A 
D2: EP 1291247 Al 

Dl (cf . also D2) reveals a bumper beam which corresponds with 
the preamble of claim 1. The cover 31 has a central flange and 
two webs. The two webs of the cover are coupled in pairs with 
the two webs of the outer profile 30. The invention according 
to the claim 1 differs from the bumpers known from Dl and D2 
in the sense the web height of the cover at its centre is 
greater than the web height of the outer profile at its 
centre. Due to this feature the bumper beam has a good 
performance in general. 

It is considered obvious to a person skilled in the art to 
design the web of the cover with a greater height at the 
centre than the height of the web of outer profile at the 
centre. Therefore, the invention according to claim 1 lacks an 
inventive step. 

The invention according to claims 3 and 4 is known per se from 
D2 and claims 3 and 4 lack an inventive step. 



The invention according to claims 6 and 7 is known per se from 
Dl and claims 6 and 7 lack an inventive step. 

Claims 5 f 8-11 are considered to describe obvious matters of 
design.
